VENTILATION OF COLLIERIES. 


sin,—A friend of mine (having seen Mr. Howe's letter in your Journal of Feb. 19) 
has sent me the following extract from one sent by myself to him, dated March 20, 1857,

« Orrell, near Wigan, March 2, 1859.—Since visiting the hot-air blast at Shelton [ron-

the ordinary furnace, besides an unlimited supply of hot-air easily maintained. I have 
not seen any allusion to this mode of ventilation from the surface, but from what I saw 
of the powers of the hot-air blast there is not a doubt rests with me of its efficacy.” 


“SAWNS,” OR “ZAWNS.” 


sia,—A friend of mine, on consulting me a few days since respecting the Pendeen 
Consols Mines, St. Just, produced a map of the district by Mr. Robert Symons, of Truro. 
My friend then called attention to the word “ zawn,” which he remarked was unusual, 


or he must have sadly overlooked his mining maps and readings, as he did not recollect 
having ever seen the term before. Now, Sir, as this district is becoming every day 
more attractive to strangers, it may be useful to many residing at a distance to explain 
the meaning of the word. It is seldom or ever used out of St. Just, but as Mr. Symons 

ted it, and his publication is widely spread, many persons not acquainted with 
st, Just patois might be puzzled, as I the captain of one of our largest mines 
once was under the same cireumstances. j 

* Sawns,” or “ zawns,” then, are places on the rugged and serrated cliffs, frequently 
900 ft. high, where the action of the tide has washed out the strata, and formed deep 
narrow passages, OF channels, frequently terminating in caverns, excavated by the action 
of the waves and spray of the sea. These caves and channels often on the course of 
mineral veins, particularly in the parish and north coast of St. Just, where the north 
and south lodes, locally called “ guides,” run into“ zawns.” ‘These places are, therefore, 
attentively exainined by intelligent and persevering miners, and have not unfrequently 
jed to valaable discoveries. A coasting excursion amongst these caverns (“ zawns”) 
aad cliffs is one of the most excitigg and instructive lessons a young miner can take to 
advance his professional knowledge an: experience in geology, as the work is here already 
done for him, A word also peculiar to this district is “ wraggel,” or “ raggel,” which 
sigs a land-slip, or run, in the cliff. These happen frequently on lodes, and are the 
pe ¢ ot * zawns.” Another singularly significant word or term of this locality is 
& tol souse,” meaning the dropping of a huge rock, or portion of a rugged headiand, into 
the sea with @ great splash of the water. When properly pronounced, as a genuine St. 
Just man would do, with an emphasis and elongation of the last syllable, it is very ex- 
pressive of the subject represented.

ANGLO-FOREIGN GOLD SCHEMES. 


Sin,—English companies for working gold mines in California may now be considered 
as subjects of history ; the shareholders of the Quartz Reduction Company, which it will 
be remembered was raised upon the ruins of the Agua Fria, having, at their meeting on 


Feb. 23, passed a resolution for winding-up their affairs voluntarily. It has been indis- 
putably proved that neither gold mining nor any enterprise connected with gold mining 
can be made remunerative to English companies, not so much from the absence of the 
elements of success as from the difficulty of inducing men entrusted with the manage- 
ment of sueh concerns to blindly obey the instractions of a London board, in the first place ; 
trom the almost impossibility of gentiemen, whether acquainted or unacquainted with 
mining, sitting in a comfortable city office offering practical and practicable advice to 
their servants on the property, in the second place; and lastly, from the difficulty of com- 
plying with the laws of the countries in which gold is worked, and at the same time rea- 
lising a fair profit upon a large capital. 
The history of the Agua Friar and Quartz Reduction Companies show clearly that any 
future undertakings of a like nature may reasonably anticipate a similar unfavourable 
termination, for at the meeting referred to it was remarked that mining had been tried, 
and proved a failure, and that, although the prospects of success from confining them- 
selves to quartz-crushing operations appeared good, loss to the company had likewise been 
the result. It had been suggested on a former occasion that there was a chance of the 
company retrieving its position by the adoption of Mr. Squire’s alchemical process for

A meeting of adventurers was held at the London Tavern, Bishopsgate-street, on 
Monday, Mr. W.E. D. Cummaune in the chair. 

Mr. D. Coen (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, and the minutes 
of the previous one. 

The CtatkMan said that at the previous meeting it was stated that Capt. Eddy’s as- 
say of one parcel of the ore gave a produce of 5%, and which was then considered to be 
too high ; but he was glad to say that the result of the sale had fully proved its correct- 
ness, 90 tons having been sold at 4/. lls.

The report of Captain 
Eddy was then read, as follows, together with the statement of accounts :— 


Feb. 26.—Since our last general meeting, in December, we have driven the 94 north 
about 6 fathoms, lode large, and will produce 2 tons of ore to the fathom; driving for 
6/. 10s, per fathom. The 94 end south is driven 8 fathoms—lode poor; we have not yet 
seen the granite, but we are quite convinced we have it in the shaft, and think it our 
duty to sink our shaft as fast as possible to prove if it is a layer or the standing junction 
of the granite with the killas. In No. 1 winze, below the 82, we have sunk 4 fathoms, 
but have not taken down any lode; this winze is sinking under the coming in of our first 
ore in the 70, and where the killas becomes more decomposed. In this winze we have 
most of the water from the north partofthemine, After this is holed from the 82 to the 
94 we expect to have some good ore ground for stoping. In the 82 north we have driven 
these last two months 7 fathoms, through a large lode of ore from 3 to 4 feet wide: the 
end will produce 6 tons of ore to the futhom, and worth 26/. per fathom—driving for 6/, 
per fathom.

Our machinery is 
all in good working order, with the two skip-roads complete to the 94, and all other work 
prepared for sinking the shaft at once. You will find by our reports and by our last sale 
of ore that our mine is fast improving, and has now become a paying mine, with every 
prospect before us of greater improvement, and I congratulate you on its having become 
able to meet itsown expenditure. Our next sampling will be 240 tons of ore, similar in 
quality to the last.—W. Eppyr.

Mr. Birpsey remarked that each time they met the 70 fm. level had been disordered, 
but it had always turned out well afterwards. He thought nothing could be more en- 
couraging than their present position and prospects. 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired what they were going to do with the calls in arrear ?

Mr. W. Cuares then read a letter from Capt. Reynolds, which was to the effect that 
should the meeting determine upon proving the points mentioned in the above report, 
the supply for the next four months would be moderate; but if it should be decided 
upon driving the cross-cut from Old Tolgus shaft north, it would cost about 1507. to put 
the shaft in a fit state for driving. And should the junction in the engine-shaft be ar- 
rived at, and cut water, a 10-in. lift would be required, which would cost from 607. to 
801. The engine was consuming about 20 tons of coals per month, and the timber used 
was about 5 tons per month. It was estimated that at the present rate of working about 
50/. per montif would meet the merchants’ bills. A small steam-whim was needed. 

The CHAIRMAN said it was necessary that a sum of money should be voted to meet the 
costs, and if the recommendations which had been laid before the meeting were deter- 
mined upon, money would also be required for the purch of the necessary materials. 

Mr. INGRaM proposed that a call of 3/. per share be made. 

Mr. TREDINNICK suggested that their solicitor should explain in what position the 
company stood with reference to the suit, and how the Chancery proceedings would af- 
fect the company. 

Mr. Berry did not understand that objection would be made to raising money in the 
way proposed, but on the ground that it was raised in the way complained of in the bill. 

Mr. Barstow would not object to any reasonable call being made, and which there 
was no doubt would be reasonably responded to, 

Mr. But proposed that a call of 2/. per share be made. 

The CuatrMAN said that if Mr. Bill’s proposition was decided upon there would not 
be money enough in hand to pay the first instalment towards the purchase of an engine. 

Mr. Caarces said that at the present time there were a number of engines in Corn- 
wall {which could be bought on most advantageous terms; but they must go with 
money in hand, by which they could purchase one for about one-third less than they 
would have to pay fora new one. In the latter ease the founder's bill alone would be 
more than 10007 Their agents, in whom the committee had every confidence, had very 
strongly urged the necessity for machinery. 

Mr. LeLean thought, under the peculiar circumstances of the case, the committee 
should be empowered to raise the necessary funds for the purchase of an engine. 

After some further conversation a call of 37. per share was made, and a discount of 
5 per cent. allowed if paid before the 21st inst., Mr. F. Bill being the only dissentient. 

Mr. IncraM expressed his regret that the call could not be unanimously made, and 
urged Mr. Bill to withdraw his opposition. 

Mr. BILL, as an individual, saw no objection to adopting the proposition. He took no 
objection to it personally, but he did not feel justified in withdrawing an objection on 
the part of the interest he represented. 

Mr. T idered the opposition was merely factious, without any specific 
object. He (Mr. Tredinnick) having made certain propositions to their solicitor with 
reference to the proceedings that had been taken against the committee ip the Court of 
Chancery, wished him to acquaint the shareholders present with the purport of those 
propositions. He contended that this bill in Chancery had been directed against him 

ly, with a view to injure him more than any one else. The mine would not 
have been worked had not his money been paid. 

Mr. Berry (the solicitor) wished to make a few observations with reference to a con- 
versation that had passed between himself and Mr. Tredinnick in connection with the 
pending dispute. Now, Mr. Tredinnick is under the impression that, in consequence of 
a certain course which the committee had taken, proceedings had been commenced in 
Chancery. Mr. Tredinnitk, therefore, proposed to return certain shares, if the company 
would pay him back the money he has actually paid upon those shares ; he was ready to 
take the money,and give up theshares. Thesharehoiders were aware that last year Mr. 
Tredinnick was supposed to be indebted to the company $20/., and that he then executed 
@ mortgage of certain shares to secure the payment of that sumtothecompany. It was, 
however, subsequently discovered, upon the books being minutely examined, that an 
error had been made, and that the debt of Mr. Tredinnick, instead of being 820/., was 
really only 4102.; but the committee were not aware of that fact when they took the se- 
curity, 40 that Mr. Tredinnick had not only paid 4102., but he had actually paid in hard 
cash 8297. to the company ; and the committee, on receiving that money, stated that as 
there was an alleged relinquishment of certain shares upon the cost-book, and that as 
Mr. Tredinnick had paid that sum of money in excess and the call on the relinquished 
shares, these shares should be considered as his property. Therefore, it was that 
certain shares which Mr. Tredinnick had desired to relinquish should be returned to him 
upem paying 451/. in addition, instead of returning him the 410/.

The calls receivable amounted to 218/. 4s. 6d. 
The following report, from Capt. R. Niness, was then read :— 


Feb. 28.—Since the last ordinary general meeting the 43 has been driven north about 
3 fms., and on finding we did not cut the Pipe vein within that distance, together with 
other indications that presented themselves on the west side of the level, I thought it ad- 
visable to drive a cross-cut in that direction, and had not driven more than 6 feet 
before we got into ore ground, which in going through we found to be 5 feet wide; but 
as it did not seem to partake of the character of the Pipe, as in the levels above, it is still 
being continued, and is now about 8 feet west of the ore ground above referred to; and I 
consider it would be well to continue this level some distance further,as I am not suffi- 
ciently satisfied that we have yet got the principal part of the Pipe vein. We have done 
nothing at present in the ore ground beyond driving the level or cross-cut through it ; 
but from what we can see of it, and provided we do not cut down any more water, we 
may calculate on raising about 15 tons per month. I would at once recommend getting 
a suitable engine, the present one being quite inadequate to go any deeper, and which 
is so essential from the fact of copper being discovered in the bottom level, as | firmly 
believe that in sinking a few fathoms further it would bring us to that object for which 
the mine was first started—the junction of the Pipe with the Lum vein, where, in my 
opinion, it cannot fail to prove rich in copper as well as lead, and be one of the richest 
mines of the day. The appearance of the tribute ground, on Johnson’s lode, is much as 
usual, yielding some good ore. 

Capt. R. Nuvess, in answer to questions, replied that he considered the New York en- 
gine in every respect suitable for the purposes of the mine. To remove and re-erect the 
engine at Dale would cost about 400/., and to render it ready for efficient working would 
occupy abont three months. An engine was indispensably required for the further pro- 
secution of the mine ; their works were limited for want of water-power. The present 
engine, however, would do the necessary work until the other was erected. It appeared 
to him that the richest part of the Pipe vein was yet tocome; theindications were pre- 
cisely similar to those in the Ecton Mine, which had produced 24 millions worth of 
lead and copper. At the same depth as in the Ecton Mine, the Pipe split into two, one 
part being copper and the other lead. He thought the part of the Pipe they had passed 
through would become the copper branch, and the lead was still before them. ‘ 

After some conversation, it was resolved that the report be adopted, and that the state- 
ment of receipts and expenditure for the quarter ending Dec. 31 be printed and circulated. 

Mr. BaDGER was unwilling to further advert to the refusal of that to pass the 
accounts which were presented in June than he had already done at the previous meeting.

This will not only facilitate the conveyance of ore to the port of 
shipment, but it will give a market vaiue to the company’s forests, and assist the tillage 
cf their cleared lands. 

The report of Mr. H. Williams, the company’s mining superintendent, stated that their 
chief mining operations up to the present time have been confined to working on two setts 
cf the company’s lands—the Harvey Hill and the Harris setts. Since May his atten- 
tion has been directed to the best and cheapest mode of proving in depth the several lodes 
et the Harvey Hill shaft, where 11 lodes have been discovered. Aftercarefully consider- 
iug the.returns likely to be obtained from superficial explorations, and calculating the 
costs and ultimate results, [ had no alternative but to recommend the driving of Morri- 
fon’s adit, which will intersect the whole of the lodes at depths varying from 13 to 27 fms. 
trom furnace. This important work has advanced a distance of 203 ft. 9 in., and has al- 
ready discovered two small lodes of about 3 to 4in. thick each, carrying a smali amount 
cf grey sulphuret copper, of very rich quality. Twograss shafts were began on this driving 
with a view to expedite the work. The steam-engine has been erected between the two 
shaits, to be used in winding and pumping, as well also the crushing of ores and the saw- 
ing of timber for mining and building purposes. On the Harvey Hill lode, the Red Ore 
Jode, the Brook lode, and at the Porter’s shaft we have stoped altogether, during the last 
fall, about 30 fms., and from which, with a small amount from Harris shaft, we have 
forwarded from the mines for shipment about 10 tons of ore, and have now on hand piles 
of poor ore, skimpings, and halvans, ready for crushing and dressing, which I estimate 
will not yield less than from 10 tons to 12 tons of 35 to 40 per cent. ore. We have also 
funk the Brook lode to a depth of 644 fms., by which we have laid open south of the 
shaft an extent of not less than 35 to 40 fms. of ground for stoping underhand, and which 
1 estimate will yield about 44 ton of dressed ore per fathom, should the lode hold out as 
it now appears along the bottom of the stope. Tothe north no explorations have been 
maade on this lode, and as the lode in that end of the shaft holds down equally as wet! as 
in the south end, I do not think I shall be over estimating 35 to 40 fins. of ground asthe 
probable amount to be taken out also in that direction, which in the spring we shall be 
able to dress and prepare for market, and at a mach cheaper rate than our charges on 
dressing were during the past year. We have also driven a cross-cut from 10 fathoms 
at Harvey Hill shaft a distance of more than 13 fathoms to the intersection of the Brook 
lode, the results of which are already known; since the 1 inst., however, it has again in- 
creased in size to about 8 inches wide, and looks more promising. The Fremont shaft 
has been sunk to a depth of 10 fms. from surface, the lode having increased from 9 inches 
to upwards of 4 ft., and carries a large amount of gossan, with less carbonate of iron than 
it did nearer the surface. We have erected on the Harvey Hill sett one large double 
house. On the Harris sett our operations have been confined to the sinking of a shaft to 
the depth of 11 fms. 1 ft.,on a most promising lode, which carried on its hanging wall, to 
the depth of 41 ft. at the shaft, a fine branch of grey sulphuret of copper, averaging from 
3 to5in, wide. Although our mining operations have been confined to two setts only of 
the company’s possessions, copper ore of rich quality has been discovered in Nutbrown 
Hill, which lies immediately west of Harvey Hill, as well also in lands both north and 
south of the company’s posseasions, for a distance of 4 to 5 miles. There is also a lode or 
vein of felspar crossing the Nutbrown Hill. As regards the dressing of ores during the 
winter, very little can be done from the end of October to the spring. Crushing, how- 
ever, can be carried on better and more expeditiously inthe winterthan summer. After 
enumerating the properties adapted for agricultural and lumbering purposes, the report 
states that Mr. J. Bray, the person sent ovt to fix and fit up the steam-engine, has 
worked at different mines in Cornwalland Devonshire for some years as a practical miner. 
His opinion of our ultimate prospects is of the most sanguine description, and that he 
never saw lodes better defined, or of a more kindly description, at so shallow a depth.

Mr. W. BovtcHERr, referring to the accounts,asked for some explanation why they had 
mot been audited % 

The (HalkMawN replied that as the committee in Quebec had not been in operation for 
more than about a month or two, it had been quite impossible to obtain the vouchers for 
the payments of men’s wages ; the auditors, therefore, very properly objected to pass the 
nccounts —-that is, so far as they referred to Canada, They had, however, no doubt as to 
their general correctness, 

Mr. C. Tic? said it was impossible to examine carefully the several items under the 
various heads, as the vouchers had not been placed in the hands of the auditors, for the 
reasons stated bythe Chairman. A mistake had been made in attempting to place before 
the auditors the expenditure on the other side of the water. He was of the decided opi- 
nion, which was acquiesced in by his co-directors, that they should depute their Cana- 
dian officials to exainine their accounts with the utmost care, and having done so that 
then they should be sent home, and again be carefully examined, previous to the same 
being laid before the anditors. Sofaras their home expenses were concerned, every item 
of receipt and expenditare was open to inspection. The accounts, so far as their home 
expenses were concerned, had been audited and passed; but as there had not been time 
sufficient to obtain the vouchers for men’s wages, &c., in Canada, the auditors had ob- 
jected to pass them. 

Mr. J. L. Bewwett considered that their mining agent was responsible for those ac- 
coants, who is ander the control of the local secretary on that side of the water. 

The CHarmMan explained that there had been no committee till the old company 
-was dissolved—it had been about a month in operation. The directors invited every 
enquiry, as they had the greatest reason to be quite satisfied with the state of the accounts. 
‘The au‘itors had refused to audit the accoants, trom the absence of vouchers. 

Mr. TILT was quite satisfied they were attempting to do a great deal more than they 
‘would ever be able to perform. They ought to have been satisfied with the receipts and 
expenditare on this side of the water, and left the Canadian accounts to be audited by 
their local committee. From the necessities of the case they were obliged to be shop- 
keepers and storekeepers to sell provisions tothe workpeople, the various items of which 
had been inextricably mixed up with the accounts, They had, however, decided upon 
putting an end to that state of things, by inducing an independ storekeeper to com- 
mence business, buying what stores the company had on hand, and dealing in them for 
his own profit. He bad no hesitation in saying that the directors would exercise the 
utmost vigtlance to check the accounts of the board at Quebec. 

Mr. Bourcaer complained that neither of the auditors were present. 

Mr. Tr? said, that as far as regarded the expenditure for the employment of capital at 
home, everything was perfectly clear. 

The Ca#ainMas, in answer to a question, stated that the late company, from which the 
present proprietary had bought their property, had been Cissoived within the last two 
zponths. They had the confidence in Mr. H. Williams, but they had been com- 
pelled to adopt the course as stated by Mr. Tilt with regard to their stores, simply be- 
cause that a storekeeper at the outset vould not have found sufficient business to induce 





him to go up. 
Mr. suggested that in fature ail the weekly disburements should be thrown 
into one sum, and then sent home. 


In answer to a question, the CuaiRMaN stated that the company had at present about 
GO0L. worth of copper ore; they had not, however, been working for copper, but they had 
been getting into deep levels by driving the adit. 

After some farther conversation, the report was adopted, and the accounts passed. 

The S¥cretart then read 2 communication which had been received from Dr. J. L. 
Mall (of the board of wnent at Quebec), who was spoken of as a man of great prac- 
teal knowledge and inte . It stated that the appearances at the Harvey Hill 


shaft were of a promising nature. Mr. Williams, however, considers the indications of 
ore to be mere branches from the main lode, and he bas no doubt that the directors had 
been informed of his intentions with regard to this shaft. In the shed above the shaft 
there were several tons of ore, some of which was very rich in appearance, although not 
yet dressed, it being impossible to do anything during the present severe weather. Re- 
ferring to Morrison's shaft, Dr. Hal! stated that wheu advanced they would cut through 
many lodes, and from the general ap he had no doubt that the result would 
prove remunerative. Proceeding to the west of the other lodes, the indications which 
there presented chemselves were far beyond anything he bad previously seen of the kind 
on the exposure ofany other lode.

It may be, bearing in mind the ac- 
tivity of the share markets, that the abstraction of capital to feed the growing desire of 
the public to invest in these markets, which ts becoming daily more marked, is the cause 
of the movement alluded to, and it is, therefore, a perfectiy sound one. One phase of 
the favourable change is the greater amount of enquiry for shares from the country, 
and as the determined desire at once to invest, quite irrespective of amounts, is the 
principal feature in the correspondence, there has never been a time when such large 
sums have been brought to bear upon all established dividend and progressive mines us 
at present; nor is any defection to this demand likely to occur at an epoch when the 
business itself begins to assert its ascendency over every other share market, the quality 
of the article purchased to be better understood, and the mode of conducting the sales 
and purchases every day becoming sounder. Capitalists may, under these circumstances, 
fearlessly enter the market, and be tolerably sure of large returns for their outlay. 

The continued success in the development of East Wheal Russell is a marvellous fact, 
not ouly as regards the mine itself and the interests of the shareholders, but the influ- 
ence it is exerting, or is destined to exert, over the district in which it is situated. On 
turning to the file of the Mining Journal, it will be perceived that on Feb. 5 these shares 
stood at 7/. per share; a week later they were only 8/.,which may be considered as the 
rising point ; whilst between Feb. 12 and this present writing 19 days only have elapsed, 
and they stand at 30/. per share, or 120,000/. for the mine, instead of 32,000/., or nearly 
300 per cent. advance! But when the discoveries in other mineral properties in late 
times are referred to (so fur as the writer can testify within the period of his own expe- 
rience), the subsequent action upon the shares is altogether different, inasmuch as in 
Kast Wheal Russell there has, during the above period, been no relapse, but a steady sise 
constantly maintained of an average of 14% per diem per share. It is also expressly 
worthy of remark that out of the host of reports by mining agents of more or less repute, 
but deemed authorities by those who employed them, not a single report has thrown a 
doubt upon the mine, or its capabilities of producing large masses of ore ; whilst the re- 
port in particular from one of the agents of the Devon Great Consols was, in fact, more 
sanguine upon its merits than any other; and, therefore, rendering these reperts into a 
mass, and treating them all as genuine, the mineis “a great fact.” A lesson arising 
out of its success is, however, taught adventurers in mines when apparently permanent 
clouds overshadow their interests, in the curious fact that such was the depressed state 
of their property in March, 1857, that large numbers of the shares were sold at 1s. per 
share! ‘The motto of mining should hence be Nil desperandum ; and the writer believes 
that capital has been lost by prematurely closing mines of fabulous amount, as it might 
have been the case in this. ‘The demand for the shares is constant, and the majority of 
the purchases appear to be on account of capitalists in the vicinity of the mine, trom 
which an inference highly favourable to its stability may assuredly be drawn. 

One of the successes as likely toemanate from the East Russell, the writeris informed 
from a most reliable authority, is Bedturd Consols, copper, in 4000 shares. It has 27s. 
per share already paid-up; but chiefly owing to the depression in the market, from 
17s. 6d. or 18s. the price receded to 5s. or 6s., whilst there are now reported buyers at 
10s. It is situated south of East Russell, and has a parallel lode of great promise, with 
an elvan course between them, and is precisely the mine to venture in.at the moment, 
at a heavy discount, although it has a steam-engine and ample machinery. A report of 
Feb. 24, by Capt. Rowe, states There is a promising feature in this interesting pro- 
perty—a splendid cross-course inclining towards the engine-shait, which will be met with 
in the course of sinking the next 20 or 30 fms. below adit, where good deposits of ore 
may be fairly expected.” In other respects the report is diffuse, but highly favourable 
details are given of the character of the lodes discovered, and the peculiar facilities for 
developing them by means of the adits. Wheal Arthur is producing fine stones of ore 
from the 40 west, and a further improvement looked for; the shares have advanced from 
4s. to 12s. or 13s. At Wheal Grenville, they have a lode in the 66 worth 43/. per fm. ; 
3, bid for the shares, which were very recently at 27s. 6d. Wheal Grylls (in the Di- 
vidend List) is in Perranuthnoe, Cornwall, in 1024 shares, has splendid prospects, and 
the shares have taken a leap from 4 or 5 to 8 or 9 within a few days, but difficult to be 
obtained. Grambler and St. Aubyn pay dividends bi-monthly; the last, in Jan., was 
17, 108., and now 2/. 10s. pershare, just declared ; at 90/7. per share they pay 18 per cent. 
per annum. Providence Mines maintain their advanced value, after having paid 5/. 10s. 
for the quarter just ended; this is at present a splendid property, whilst the shares can 
scarcely be obtained at 80,ex div. LBryntail Mine, it should be observed, is increased 
from 1000 to 2000 shares. It is anticipated that it will make early dividends; and the 
same is stated of Wheal Kitty (Letant). Shares in this position are worth special at- 
tention. Wheal Kitty (St. Agnes) advance daily in value from a similar cause, and can 
scarcely be obtained, although the mine is in 5000 shares; price 4/. Tolvadden Mine 
(copper, Marazion, Cornwal!), in 6000 shares, with nothing paid per share (a curiosity 
in its way), is regularly on the advance—shares now 7 to 749; a dividend here is also 
said to be in prospect. From Great Wheal Alfred, hitherto and for some time in a droop- 
ing condition, a very important improvement is announced in the 200 fm. level, where 
the lode is reported 1 ft. wide, solid ore, and shares have advanced to-day (Thursday) 
20s. per share, standing at 4, buyers. The writer has received an important letter from 
the West of Cornwall, in which the respective merits of Rosewarne United and Rose- 
warne Consols ure discussed, and it need not be added most favourably as to their per- 
manence. It is also stated incidentally that Rosewarne Consols, situated between Rose- 
warne United and Wheal Unity, is the next best mine in the district. Does not this 
passage speak a volume for Wheal Unity also? Redmoor having sold 300/. worth of 
lead ore, a better demand may be expected for these shares, which are cheap to buy ; in- 
deed, it can scarcely be understood why they should remain so low and neglected. To 
the list of improvements in mines, simultaneously with a iarge number of others, must 
be added Crelake, at Tavistock, suid to be worth 8 tons of copper ore per fathom in the 28. 
This will be acceptable news to the original shareholders, who, it is understood, paid 
very high prices for their shares, quite in anticipation of success. Wheal Crebor is also 
doing well, having sampled 50 tons of copper ore. At Pendeen, 240 tons of ore will be 
the next sample; at the late meeting a call of 2s. per share was made,to put the mine 
completely out of debt. Will this be the last call? North Bassets have advanced from 
7 or 8 to 12, and further improvements are expected, which may justify a further rise. 
Tamar Consols (scrip) have also sprung suddenly into demand, and from 31s. a few days 
since are now buyers at 2. This mine is paying 300/. profit per month, and being en- 
tirely out of debt there appears still a large margin for profit; but, as is usual in all such 
cases, buyers predominate over sellers. The public generally find out the merits of shares 
too late, and are always more eager to buy at high than low prices; but this should not 
be so, if they can find a broker to advise with, upon whose experience and Judgment 
they can depend. 

South Lady Bertha and Denham Bridge in considerable demand, the former at an ad- 
vanced price. No“ young” mine can present better present or future prospects. Sort- 
ridge Consols and Lady Bertha show no signs of a movement upwards. Tavy Consols 
steady at about 17s. 6d. per share. Devon and Courtenay have had a considerable ad- 
vance, consequent on a sudden improvement there also, but it is reported that the sett 
is about to be remodelled or separated; the advance may, therefore, arise from circum- 
stances not yet fully explained. It is significant that the demand comes from the neigh- 
bourhood of the mine. Here must end details, but it remains to be stated that news hag 
arrived from East Wheal Russell of the cutting of the lode in the 55, which important 
event, if fully confirmed, will very materially improve even the present value of the 
mine, whilst the shares leave off to-day (Friday) at 3014, buyers. An improvement has 
also taken place in Dale Mine, which appears important, they having cut into copper in 
the 43. The writer has received this information verbally from the agent of the mine; 
it may, of course, be depended upon, especially as it is backed, not only by a demand for 
the shares (both 15s, and 20s., paid up), but also by the withdrawal of others the writer 
has on hand from the market. Copper in Dale is, undoubtedly, very significant, the 
Eeton Mine being essentially of that mineral, although lead was first found in exploring 
the “ Pipe.” 

The writer, without displaying fastidiousness, or wishing it to be understood that 
any species of dictation is intended, has to suggest to some who may be contemplating 
investments in mines, or other stocks, that a profitiess correspondence is not what he 
seeks for; and in making this remark he alludes to being constantly addressed by parties 
with enquiries for information in mines, with a view to immediate investment, which 
prove to be, in many cases, either idle or insincere; whilst in others it has been as 
nearly as sible perceptible that a pretended buyer of shares is, de facto, a seller. 
Others are in the habit of dispatching a kind of circular by the same post to different 
brokers to buy or sell, imagining probably that by such means they will get at the 
lowest and highest prices of shares; whilst the practical effect of the competition thus 
created by themselves is so to raise or depress the market from simultaneous enquiry 
that just the contrary effects to those intended are produced. The writer will continue 
to give the public the soundest advice on mining investments, but he trusts only those 
will apply to him who really and bona fide contemplate business. 





From Mr. Epwarp Cooke :—For several years there has not been so 
much activity in the market as at the present time, consequent on improvements hav- 
ing taken place in several mines, the most important of which is at East Wheal Russell.

“Humpue ” ano Mrininc.—At first sight it would appear difficult to 
trace any connection between Barnum and mining enterprise, yet one cannot listen to the 
lecture of this prince of humbugs without concluding that legitimate humbug and mining 
may be placed in the same category. Barnum very justly says that the tact and energy 
of those whom the world brands as humbugs is only seriously condemned by men who 
do not possess those very necessary business qualifications, and we cannot help thinking 
that the patience and perseverance which invariably ensures success in mining enter- 
prise is denounced as unbearable by those only who are more than ordinarily deficient 
of the latter quality. Again, Barnum says that humbug is permissible so long as the 
public lose nothing by it; thus if you have an article honestly worth twelve pence tosell 
for one shilling you may resort to any amount of hnmbug to sell it, and you will un- 
doubtedly make a profit, but ifthe article be worth only eleven pence no amount of hum- 
bug will cause a permanent sale, and the humbug is sure tobe ruined. So with mining ; 
those who invest in well-selected mines, and rely upon the results obtainable from legiti- 
mate mining for their profit, invariably succeed, whilst those depending on the variation 
in the market price of shares have, of course, only # speculation to depend upon ; hence 
the reason for the complaint that mining is unprofitable, so often heard in some quarters 
—the self-styled adventurers possess neither tact n@ perseverance, and demanding one 
shilling for what is worth but eleven pence, share the fate of hambugs who adopt a similar 
course, and then resort to attacks upon mining_as an industry, inthe same way as sleepy 
unbusiness-like men attack the energetic and persevering tradesmen whom Barnum

Mr. W. Huthnance, the purser of Rosewarne United, dissatisfied with 
the “small type” of the Mining Joxrnal usually devoted to Mining 
Correspondence, has issued a circular to the sharcholders in the mine, 
attempting to answer some of tne complaints made through us. Other 
complaints arising out of the first, and the remedies applied to them atthe 
meeting, are not even referred to in his circular, Let it be ours, there- 
fore, to supply the deficiency. But first we must refer back a little. Many of our 
weaders will remember Rosewarne a rich dividend mine, and shares at 140. each. Sud- 
«enly the mine became poor, and shares dropped to 16/. In its poverty we frequently 
referred to it in this article, and stated our opinion that, from the peculiar features 
of the district, it would again become rich. We advised the shareholders not to sell 
their shares when low, ut to purchase. In fact, the mine has been one to which 
we have always devoted more than common attention, as our readers will find on re- 
rerring back to the past twelve months or more. arly in January a sudden demand 
2 om ae 2 = oh eta by all connected with the market that the 

‘nwall, ¢ inference was that the mine had improved, though 
as we stated, “ no official intelligence had been received.” In conseuaaaas of thereto 
marks, we had communications from several shareholders, stating they could obtain no 
information ag to the real state of the mine; and one of them added, he had written 
to the purser without receiving the common courtesy of a reply. Next week, the de- 
mand | stil continuing for shares, and Aaving reason to believe that improvements in 
the mine were known in Cornwall, we again referred to the matter, stating “ shares 
wete being bought up,” and “no information has been given to the sharcholders in the 
company.” On January 22 shares had risen to 45/.; and again calling attention to 
the fact, we expressed a hope that when parties in Cornwall had bought as many shares 
as they required, the “out-adventurers, or those that are left, may be informed of the 
wature of those improvements, which must have been given privately to a few.” We 
have here recapitulated our charges, as Mr. Huthnance has embodied them in his cir- 
cular. But how,in the first instance, did he meet them, and how does he meet them 
now? Not inone line of our remarks did we complain that reports had not been sent to 
the Mining Journal; but that no official notice of the improvements had been sent to 
the shareholders, on whose behalf alone we complained. But Mr. Huthnanece, finding 

‘@isolf in an awkward position in regard to the shareholders, assumed a virtuous in- 
‘ ion, and eaid, “What right or authority had the Mining Journal to any claim to 
re ” in preference to the shareholders? thus shirking the real question at issue ; 
though in our reply—which, according to Mr. Huthnance, took us ten days to concoct! 

‘we said that agents of the leading mines were becoming alive to the necessity of fur- 
nishing the Mining Journal with weekly reports, and that they advanced their own re- 
putations by showing they had nothing to conceai! As in the first letter, so Mr. Huth- 
mance again, in his circular, glosses over his inattention to the shareholders by the same 
bugbear; and insinuates reasons for o«r requiring reports, as preposterously absurd as 
they are beneath our notice. Mr, Huthnance’s occupations may not have given him 
very enlarged ideas of the ways of the world, though bis promotion to the pursershi 
of Rosewarne seems to have given him a vast idea ofhis own importance. But he is not 
so“ innocent” as to suppose that if the writer of this article wanted a report for his own 
suidance he would rest content with merely applying to the agents for it, or would 
wae his wants in print. The insinuation ts a mere blind, and reminds us of the law- 
‘ endorsing his counsel's brief, * We have no case, abuse plautiff’s attorney !” 

Again, Mr. Huthnance takes exception to our describing the meeting in Cornwall as 
stormy—* though it is true,” ho says, “ tie meeting was somewhat interrupted,” &c. 
Well, not knowing exactly what in a Cornish meeting may rightfully be called stormy, 
tet this pass; but will Mr. Huthnance inform the shareliolders, in the next circular he 
sends out to make a gross attack on the Mining Journa/, whether it was not ascer- 
tained that the supplies of the mine had been charged at exorbitant rates? We learnt 
from those present at the queeting, and made it one of our complaints, though Mr. Huth- 
nance does not refer (9 {t, that while other mines were getting tallow at 5zs., Rosewarne 
was charged 648., and iron, c., at equally high rates. ‘This is an excess of 20 per cent., 
and taking the merchants’ bills at 150/. per inonth, would be 360/. per year thrown 
away. Now, let Mr. Huthnance perfectly understand that we do not charge him with 
collusior,: but if the above be true, and if it were not, we suppose he would have de- 
nied 1% in his circular, we take the view of the mecting to lave been that there was 
arene neglect, or inattention to the interests of the shareholders, and which, we suppose, 
Caused that meeting to resolve in future that al! supplies should be tendered for. 

In regard to the charge that information had been privately civen to afew, Mr. Huth- 
mance says, “If such was the case, should not I have secured some of the shares my- 
self?” though “the fact is 7 have neither bought nor sold a share in the mine for the 
pst two years.” Let us add we hope, also, that no one has either bought or sold 
ashare forhim. In the next charge Mr. Huthnance is candid enough. He admits at 
once that we were correct in saying that his friend held 14 shares at the meeting, when 
he only heid 3 or 4 shares when the mine was poor; but, adds our purser, “ no doubt the 

Mining Journal thinks that in this discovery it has made a great hit, and got hold of 
"he proof of the collusion, the belief in which he has been so long anxious to propagate.” 
Will Mr. Huthnance point out any one sentence we have written wherein we have even 
hinted at collusion ? We have some slight recollection of having written that we were 
willing to belleve Mr. Huthnance was ignorant that one of the agents, whom Mr. Huth- 
nance must know has traficked in shares, hui given private intormation of the improve- 
ments. To proceed, however, this gentleman, who bought up 14 shares, Mr. Huthnance 
says, “ adopted a course open to every shareholder, that of sending an intelligent mine 
agent to inspect the mine, and the result was that after receiving his report he made 
the purchases alluded to.” Can anything we have writen condemn the agents more thau 
this? Here is the admission made what we have stated ali along—the mine had im- 
proved, and the out-adventurers were not informed of it; though we have a right to 
assume the agents under Mr. Huthnance were quite as capable of judging of its true 
position as the “intelligent agent” sent by his friend. We presume it was upon the 
wivice of the same intelligent agent that the same gentleman, who is said to have been 
a large holder when shares were very high, was enabled to sell unt so opportunely; and 
if so, perhaps the shareholders will think, as Mr. Huthnance words it— We have cast 
a light on the subject which may not be altogether useless.” Wat we are again at issue 
with Mr. Huthnance. It is true every shareholder ought to have the privilege of send- 
ing an agent to inspect the mine; but complaints have been made to us by at least three 
agents of the insulting manner in which they were treated, whilst endeavouring to in- 
spect the mine for their employers. But our readers will be thinking they have had 
enough of Rosewarne and of Mr. Huthnance, and for the present we think so too.

VENTILATING CoaL Mrves.—I perceive that the writer who summarily condemned the 
furnace as a dangerous and improper mode of ventilating mines, in a letter in your 
Journal, declines to answer my remarks on the subject, and which he also terms an 
attack, simply because [ have not appended my name. I must say that I suspect he 
feels the weakness of his case. What right, I would ask, has he to order me to appeud 
iny name? He appears to forget that he appends his name as a matter of course, as 
he wishes to introduce an apparatus of his own to supersede the furnace. He is, in 
fact, personally interested in the matter. With his invention, however, I have at 
present no concern ; but if he condemns the furnace, or any other mode of ventilation, 
I claim the right of (liscussing the matter with him, and either to append my name or 
not, as I think proper. Now, what I assert fearlessly is that the furnace is a perfectly 
safe mode of ventilation in the hands of a competent man; and also that it is the most 
eMicient and economical mode yet discovered or introduced. This is, of course, opposed 
to his dictum.—Awn Oxp Prrwan. 

MANUFACTURE or PrppLe Bans—“ D. P.” (Trongate).—An entire chapter is devoted to 
the puddling process; and from Mr. Rogers’s long experience his opinion is well 
worthy of consideration. The work (“Iron Metallurgy”) is considered the best book 
Upon the subject that has appeared. 

Tar Dowsixc-Rop.—Mr. Henwood would advise “ One who has tried” the divining-rod 
not to jump at too hasty conclusions. He assures him no person could be more incre- 
dulous on the subject than he was. He took the precaution advised by ** One who has 
tried it,” with the same result; he also tried iron wire in a simi!ar manner, and with 
like success. As, however, a series of experiments are likely to be made on this sub- 
ject during the approaching summer, the matter will be allowe! to remain in statu 
qo until the results be made apparent; in the meantime, Mr. Henwood commends 
the remarks made by Messrs. Chambers, and included in his communication. No 
person is more desirous of exploding antiquated opinions or nonsense than the writer 
of the letters on this subject. 

MANUFACTURE oF Zixc.—In answer to “G.,” respecting the ores of zinc, I beg to say 
large quantities are smelted in this country. The principal manufacturers of spelter 
from the sulphide of zine (black jack) are Messrs. Vivian and Sons, Swansea; Messrs. 

Wright Brothers, Ruabon, North Wales; Mr. James Attwood, Spelter Works, near 
Carliste; and Mr. Wm. Marsden, Crown Spelter Works, Millsbridge, Bristol. All of 
these purchase by sample, therefore competition to some degree must exist; still the 
general impression is that an adequate value for the ore is not accorded to the miner. 
Ifthe British smelter could not render his article at a price to meet the foreigner the 
trade would be, as it was some time since, entirely annihilated. The price of blende, 
like all other ores, must have its fluctuations; but because it be depressed this month 
is no reason it shall be in the next, nor need the blende miner despair. Zinc has now 
become a nost important article, and one which society will not be able to do with- 
out. The demand is regularly increasing, and on this assurance the producer may 
depend on an increased remuneration; it has advanced within five years from L/. 12s. 
to 32. 10s. and 4/. per ton for the same article. —Grorce Henwoop. 


SUBstrTvcTe ror Brack Leap.—Whatever Mr. Hicks may claim as a patent in the ma- 
nufacture of this article, I can assure him the method as specified in the Supplement 
to last week's Journal is no novelty whatever, it and other improved plans having 
been in use for many years at Leeds by Mr. C., a manufacturer of sundry drysaltery 
wares. Mr. C.’s method was cheaper and more effective than that proposed by Mr. 
Hicks. I can assure him I have made a capital imitation of black lead for domestic 
purposes and for machinery three years since, and have explained the process tosundry 
persons. A company for its manufacture and sale on a large scale was formed about 
that period; a mine of shiny ore secured at Hennock, Devon; all preliminaries ar- 
ranged; and the affair would have been carried out had it not been for antoward cir- 
cumstances, over which the projectors could have no control. I should not have 
troubled you with this notice, but it may probably save Mr. Hicks from considerabie 
difficulty, and perhaps litigation, as [ assure him the article in question is largely ma- 
nufactured at Manchester and other places at present; and it is quite possible he may 
meet with samples so like his own produce as to induce him to treat them as infringe- 
ments of his patent, which they cannot possibly be, seeing the priority of discovery 
must be considerably more than three years date. Mr. C. realised a handsome inde- 
pendency before the real quality of the article was discovered, when one of his men left 
him and commenced for himse!f.—Gzorce Henwoop. 


LIBEL ON a Mrvinc ENGtveer.—In this case it was proved by Mr. W. J. Freebody, the 
secretary of the Dalarne Mining Company, that the whole of the amount subscribed 
to carry on that property was only 460/., which was considered not sufficient to com- 
Mence operations with, and consequently the whole of the money subscribed was re- 
turned to the would-be allottees without any deduction, the directors, one of whom 
was the plaintiff in the late libel case (Mr. Stephen Neal), never having received any 
remuneration whatever for their services. The Kylon Potosi and Cwm Ellen Mines, 
it was likewise elicited on the same occasion, were almost private; no shares had 
been offered to the public, and it was merely formed into a liniited company for the 
satisfaction of the subscribers. 


Quartz Repuction Compasy.—lIn your last Journal, I perceive that the Quartz Reduc- 
tion Company have come to the resolution of voluntarily winding-up, Mr. Vian, the 
late Yy, being appointed liquidator. There is no question but that here the 
company has put the right man in the right place. It would, however, I believe have 
been more satisfactury to the proprietary had such a wise step been adopted when the 
Agua Fria Company was dissolved; at least there would have been a trifle to divide. 
As it is, this company has been equally as unfortunate as its predecessor. We hada 
glimmering of hope that Mr. Squire could have aasisted us by reducing the metallic 
oxides. The Chairman (Col. Kennedy) expressed his belief in the feasibility of his 
invention, and this not from hearsay but ocular demonstration. Delays took place, 
advices were required from California: and now we are told vy Mr. Lakeman that, 
according to his view of the case, the agents have been acting diametrically opposite 
to their orders. Weal! imagined that this was one of the most perfect companies in 
California; and some six years since Sir Henry Huntley said the Agua Fria Com- 
pany’s works were perfect models. Another gentleman of great experience in Cali- 
fornia, Mr. J. H. Clement, of the Nouveau Monde Mining Company, expressed his 
faith in the process of Mr. Squire; but if there be any value in his operation, and of 
this I will not give expression to an opinion, then the last chance has been thrown 
away, for he stated in July at the London Tavern he could make our mine the richest 
in the world. We are now so poor we cannot afford to give him a trial, and the ad- 
vantages of his skill and knowledge wil! go to benefit some other persons who are $0 for- 
tunate as to be enabled to avail themselves of his acquirements. One thing I trust, that 
Mr. Vian will not be so tardy in his liquidation as the gentlemen who are winding-up 
another gold mining speculation—TI allude to the Anglo-Californian Gold Mining Com- 
pany. The liq were appointed in July, 1857, and as yet they have published 
no, official report as to their proceedings. A meeting was hcld some time in the 
last autumn, but the only business transacted then was the election of one liquidator 
fn the place of a legal gentleman, who had disagreed with his colleagues. This, I am

The returns from the Board of Trade of the imports and exports of the 
United Kingdom, for the first month in this year, have followed close on the 
promulgation of the statement for the 12 months of last year, They are 
important as furnishing evidence of the gradual improvement which is Going 
on in our export trade, and as indicating the probability of a flourish &, 
spring business in the general articles of shipment. The total declared value 
of goods sent out of the country during Jannary is 9,593,423/., while for 
the same period of 1858 it was 7,221,600/,, consequently showing an in- 
crease of 2,371,823/., or at the rate of upwards of 26,000,000/. for the year. 
The principal items of ¢xcess are woollens, linens, cottons, and such de- 
scription of manufactures. Metals likewise show an excess on genera) ac- 
count, although in some branches of mining industry there was a decreay:, 
The aggregate value for Jan. 1857, was 1,478,9762., and 1,732,586/. in Jan. 
1858; so that there is a ditference in favour of this year of 253,6102., after 
allowing for a falling off in machinery to the extent of 54,369/., for 7523/. 
in pig-iron, for 15,834/. in railway iron, for 12,1797. in cast-iron, for 
12,5832. in wrought copper, and for 14662. in unwrought tin. The detail, 
in tabular form, will be found, as usual, in another column.

RIVER NAVIGATION AND COAL MINING IN INDIA. 
The navigation with steam power of the rivers of India is now likely to 
be successfully carried on by the Oriental Inland Steam Company, who 
have recently doubled their capital in order to be provided with ample 
funds. At the meeting on Wednesday, it was stated that the company’s 
operations in India were progressing most satisfactorily, and that the ma- 
naging director (Mr. Bourne) had proceeded to India to superintend the 
starting of the vessels, and to further by every means in his power the in- 
terests of the shareholders. ‘The new shares have been promptly subscribed 
for, and it is anticipated that the increased capital will enable the directors 
more effectually to attain the objects for which the company was established. 
The progress of this company is peculiarly interesting to our readers, inas- 
much as under its auspices a proper investigation of the prospects of ob- 
taining supplies of coal from local sources will be made, the managing di- 
rector having been furnished with full powers for that purpose. Coal has 
been discovered in Scinde, but its*quality is inferior, anc it is well known 
that it will not remunerate a steam vessel to carry any coal that is not of 
first quality. The directors believe that good coal is to be found upon the: 
Indus, and the course that has been taken will ere long decide the question. 

It will be recollected that the company was tormed principally to enable 
the invention of Mr. John Bourne, the managing director, to be employed 
to the best advantage, the rivers of India offering by far the greater faci- 
lities; but there can be no doubt that immense benefit will be conferred 
upon all districts which come within the scope of the company’s operations, 
and that it will afford the readiest means of opening up the commercial re- 
sources of Central India. If whilst the company 1s in its infancy the di- 
rectors are enabled to present so satisfactory a report as that submitted to 
the meeting on Wednesday, it is but fair to anticipate that the extension 
of railways, and the increased intercourse between the English and their 
fellow-subjects in India, will place them in a very enviable position, since 
it must be admitted that for many years there will be a far larger demand 
for means of transport than can readily be met by existing or even by pro- 
jected companies. The balance-sheet from the commencement of the com- 
pany in February 1856, to the end of December last, showed a large balance 
in favour of the company. ‘The retiring directors were re-elected, and Sir

GOLD MINING IN ARIZONA. 

As much excitement has been caused by the reports of the discovery of a 
gold field in the Arizona territory of the United States, we take the advantage 
of giving some notes on the subject, the more particularly as it is reported in 
the Zimes from California that the Gila Mines had failed. Arizona chiefly 
consists of the large territory lately acquired by Gen. Gadsden, United States 
Ambassador, from the Mexican Government, and lies on the border of New 
Mexico, with some adjoining wild land. ‘It has been constituted a territorial 
Government, and great expectations are entertained from it. It is said its 
metallic wealth was one great inducement for the Americans to compel its 
purchase. It lies inland, between California and ‘Texas, and is watered by 
the River Gila. It is already receiving a population from Texas, New 
Mexico, and California, the latter drawn thither by the gold news. It has 
been long reported that gold was abundant on the river, but under the 
Mexican administration the Indians were too powerful for any adventurers, 
but now with the strong Government of the United States the river is ac- 
cessible, The gold was, however, supposed to be far up, and it was not 
until about the middle of last August that it was found in a more accessi- 
ble position near the river mouth, by Mr. Birch, an old Californian miner, 
on his way back to Texas. His cattle were tired, and he was compelled 
to rest them for a few days; but, Yankee-like, he could not rest him- 
self, so he set to work to prospect the hills. He had not been an hour at 
work before he found several small pieces of gold merely by scratching with 
his knife. He then set to work and made himself a rocker, or cradle, 
Californian fashion, and began washing in carnest; and as there were at 
that time many emigrants on their way from Texas to California along 
the Gila, they all stopped as they came along, and went to work also, until 
in about six or eight weeks there were about fifty men encamped, most of 
them having families. 
The news of this reaching San Francisco in November, a company was 
formed there, which arrived on the Gila on the 20th of November, but by 
that time 70 men, mostly Texans, were at work, and they had built them- 
selves a town of houses, of wattle and dab, which, with a view to the future, 
they have named Gila City, and which is 18 miles above the junction of 
the Gila with the Colorado, where Fort Yuma is situated. Opposite Fort 
Yuma is another city laid out, called Arizona City, consisting at the last 
advices of two mud huts, but already was established there a post-office for 
both sides of the river. Most of the workers at Gila City found gold, some 
107. per man per day, but others only 2s., and the average not more than 
16s. to 20s., which the Californians consider poor pay. 
There is one difficulty at present in the way of profitable mining there, 
that the river is nearly half a mile from the nearest diggings, so that the 
washing stuff has to be hauled to the river. The charge for this is 8s. per 
load.

The climate in December was delightful. ~It 
is said only to rain a few showers in August, but the country for miles 
round is one great region of barren hills and valleys. As the soil is im- 
pregnated with alkali, and there are no means of irrigation, agriculture 
will not flourish. Except in some few places there is no timber, and what 
there is consists of cotton wood or mezquit. It is, however, a rich mineral 
country. Provisions are, therefore, dear, and are brought from California,

I believe that mining for some time back, and henceforth, has been, and 
will be, a science of progress ; many things have and are being done to 
alleviate the condition of the working miner; and colliery owners, in many 
cases, have been more alive to their own interest In seeing that order 
(which is said to be heaven’s first law) and system are observed in their 
works. I regard it as a great and significant fact that there is a desire for 
progress, and | feel it an honour to address you int2e Bristol School of Mines. 
I think that this Institution does great credit to the coalowners of the dis- 
trict and the public generally, and the sooner kindrea institutions are es- 
tablished in the great mining districts of this country the better, both for 
the sake of humanity and economy. 

Thave heard it said at times—** Oh, he is only acollier;” and haye thought 
to myself “out upon the word.” A collier plays a more important part in 
the world than appears at a superficial view : who supplies the fue? neces- 
sary to convert our various ores into useful metals ? Look at the tens of 
thousands of stationary engines now engaged in the production ot the 
nation’s wealth ; look at the vast network of railways, which afford facili- 
ties for communication not dreamt of half a century ago; look at those 
wonders of the deep, which snort their fiery way across the mighty ocean, 
bringing great nations closer to each other, and spreading trade, civilisa- 
tion, and truth amongst men—for much of this are we not indebted to the 
collier? It is sometimes said that miners as a body are an exceedingly 
reckless class ; but is there anything in mining to make them 60, or is it 
from want of proper education, and a general adoption of the best improve- 
ments known for the safe and salutary working of the mines? I am a 
believer of the latter; and instead of mining being an occupation tending 
to corrupt the morals, and make men reckless, I venture to look upon 
mining as tending very mnch to elevate the mind. Does it not lay bare 
that wonderful science geology, the natural twin-sister of astronomy, for 
the wonders which science has discovered in the heavens are to my mind 
equalled by the wonderful and truly grand and useful revelations of geology. 
I submit the steam-break as a means of preventing the most violent and 
fearful deaths to which miners are exposed: for what can be more fearful 
than that of being brought suddenly to the pulley, and the next moment 
laid a lifeless mass on the pit’s brow, or thtown down the yawning shaft. 
I submit it as being, to use Mr. Newton’s expression, in my first testimo- 
nial, “the one thing needful” for the prevention of accident from over- 
winding. I submit the steam-break in the cause of hamanity—by the sighs 
of those wives who have been made widows, by the tears of those children 
who have been left fatherless, by the expiring groans of those lives which 
have been suddenly, and without preparation, sacrificed to overwinding. 
Again, I say, I submit the matter to your serious consideration; and at 
least examine well before you condemn, And, lastly, I submit itin a finan- 
cial point of view: my opinion, from careful observation, is that nine out 
of ten cases of overwinding, where fatal accident is not the consequence, 
never come to the ears of the proprietors themselves ; and I undertake to 
erect the steam-break for less than the probable cost of one accident. The 
engine itself is the immediate cause of overwinding, and it is with this that 
the steam-break deals ; this, I consider, much preferable to slip-hooks, or 
other means used apart from the engine. 








Minera Orr.—We lately called attention to this substance, and now 
add some further notes. The King of Burmah has relaxed all the com~- 
mercial monopolies except those of mineral oil and teak, and thus oil will 
remain in the same state for some time, but a further relaxation may, at 
some future time, be expected, which will include mineral oil. ‘The export 
of this article is in the hands of the English and American merchants at 
Rangoon. Mr. G. Wilson, F.R.S., has suggested the application of this 
article for preparing leather for bookbinders, as less likely to suffer from 
heat and damp than the vegetable oils. This well deserves attention. A 
new analysis of the shale and shale oils is to be found in one of the recent 
German chemical periodicals. 





Frre-sricks—New Appiication.—A proposition has been made in 
connection with Mr. Twining’s Economical Museum to employ the common 
fire-bricks used in the South Wales furnaces, instead of the more expensive 
materials used in connection with Arnott’s stoves. This would be of con- 
siderable benefit to the working classes, and preferable to the fire-balls, 
which are not permanent, and are apt to be lost or broken.

Preparations are making for the struggle which is to take place in Par- 
liament in the present session between the rival railways respecting’this route

The talented and enterprising principal of the concern 
having returned from London, where he has received a Government ap- 
pointment as engineer to the department of rifled ordnance, he being the 
inventor of those wonderful guns. He has also had the distinguished 
honour of receiving from Her Majesty the order of knighthood. ‘The 
agents and workmen presented a congratulatory address to him on the oc- 
casion, and a dinner on a liberai geale is to be given to them this week to 
commemorate the auspicious pyent. The career of this gentleman ought 
to act as a stimulus to ow mechanics, &c., to exert themselves to effeet 
improvements. Only ee years have elapsed since Sir W. G. Armstrong 
lett the profession @ an attorney, and he has by rapid strides achieved his 
present position 7’; an engineer and inventor of the first class. 








THE {RON axp METAL TRADES or STAFFORDSHIRE. 
(PRom OUR CORRESPONDENT AT WOLVERHAMPTON. ] 

Mancu 3.—The general representation with regard to the iron trade 
Continues to be that it is in a quiet state, not worse than last week, and 
some think it is rather better; but there is a scarcity of orders of large 
amount. The makers of the best qualities of iron are tolerably well sup- 
plied with orders, and superior qualities of pig-iron are decidedly tirm in 
price. It is in respect to pigs for melting that the slackness spoken of 
last week is experienced. There appears no good reason for anticipating 
that the present period of quietness is more than temporary, and probably 
a decision for either peace or war in Italy would lead to orders now held 
back being given ont. ; 

In the hardware trades there is nothing particularly worthy of note. 
The home trade is tolerably brisk, and the Birmingham houses appear to 
experience a steady flow of activity. The United States demand continues 
to improve, and the statements made respecting the revival of trade in that 
important market are fully borne out by the Board of Trade returns for 
Jauusry, the increase in the exports to the United States forming their 
most striking feature. 

The committee of the South Staffordshire Colliers’ Union are endea- 
vouring to secure the signatures of every important class in the community 
to petitions to Parliament in favour of an enactment restricting the work- 
ing time of coal miners to eight hours per (lay ; the machinery used for 
raising coals out of the pit to nine hours per day; the working time of 
children and young persons under fourteen years of age employed in mines 
to four hours per day; and obliging owners of coal mines to provide good 
ins{puction for four hours in each day (including the nature and property 
of gases) for all children employed under that age; and also to compel the 
employment of the safety-cage and such other appliances as may appear 
necessary for the preservation of life. Another feature in the proposed 
bill is that a tax of a farthing per ton is to be levied on all coal, the pro- 
ceeds to be devoted to the support of the widows and orphans of those who 
may lose their lives in mines, for the education of their children, and the 
establishment of a Miners’ Home for all persons who may be disabled 
through working in a coal mine, or at any colliery works, atter the man- 
ner of a Sailor’s Home. The objects sought, apart from the question 
whether they are desirable or not, are of such a nature that practical le- 
gislators will pause before attempting to compass them. But the move- 
mtent is noteworthy, as evincing a desire to invoke a power to do that for 
the colliers which they have not sufficient self-restraint or unity of action 
to do for themselves. The organisation of large bodies of men with a 
view to providing for the contingencies of sickness or disability on account 
of age is a most important matter, well worthy of consideration ; and the 
colliers’ views and feelings on the subject would form a most important 
element in its solution, could any means of discovering it be found. 

An importgnt meeting of the iron and coalmasters of the district was 
held in this town on Wednesday, having been convened by Mr. Philip 
Williams, Chairman of the Ironmasters’ Association. The object of the 
meeting was to consider the provisions of a bill promoted by the Great 
Western Railway Company, which, while seeking for its primary aoe 
power for carrying the West London Railway over the Great Western line 
by means of 2 bridge, in lieu of the present level crossing, also embraces 
no less an object than raising, by a amount, the tolls of the company 
on all their lines throughout the kingdom. The advance would be in many 
cases very considerable. It was mentioned, as an illustration, that in the 
casé of pig-iron or ironstone the tolls for conveyance over the line only, 
at present limited to }d. per ton per mile, are to be raised to 13d, and 
hoops and sheets for }d. to 13d. Taking the company’s maximum rates 
as ‘carriers, they finding trucks and locomotive power, the advance would 
be for the articles first named above from 14d. to 1}d. per ton per mile, if 
carried less than 50 miles, and from jd. to 14d. if carried a greater dis- 
tance For hoops and sheet-iron the difference would be from 1d. under 
50 miles, to 2¢d.,and above that distance from 3d. to 1 4d, per ton per mile. 
In addition to these advances in freights, the bill gives the company power 
to charge for loading, unloading, covering, use of sidings, risk, and so on, 
to an extent only limited by the vague word “reasonable.” An organi- 
sation has been commenced against the bill, in which South Wales, Shrop- 
shire, and other districts are uniting. It has been determined to raise 
10001. to conduct the opposition, of which this district is to raise 315/.—

” for a short London line, was strougly condemned. Mr. W. Mathews, Mr.

Lord Ward is opposing it on his own account, his lordship being 
largely interested, as he conveys a considerable quantity of coal to London. 

The half-yearly meeting of the South Staffordshire Water Works Com- 
pany was held at Walsall on Tuesday, Mr. P. C. Chawner, the Chairman 
of the company, presiding. ‘The report stated that the distribution pipes 
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the Chairman stated that the London and North-Western Railway Com- 
pany, who work the South Staffordshire line for the lessee, have taken the 
water for their engines, and find that instead of increasing the accumu- 
lation of deposit in the pipes and boilers it operates to clear them. 

_ Mr. Longridge, our Mine Inspector, appears to be looking up the col- 
lieries. On Wednesday, Mr. Whitehouse was, on his information, fined

REPORT rrou YORKSHIRE, DERBYSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFLELD.} 

Marcu 3.—The uncertainty of acontinental war, and the dissatisfaction 
generally expressed in reference to the Ministerial Reform Bill, are tend- 
ing to disturb the steady and quiet progress of the trade of the country. 
The Iron Trade, up to the present period, has experienced but little effect; 
but the advices received with regard to the operations of these circum- 
stances are such as to shake the confidence of the ironmasters, and we 
must, therefore, expect if this state of things continue that our trade will 
retrograde. The demand for railway ironwork during the week has been 
good, and there have been frequent enquiries for bars and plates. The 
rates are well maintained. The demand for Scotch pig-iron has been flat. 
Che demand for Derbyshire pig-iron is on the increase amongst local iron- 
masters, and we now continue to receive a much larger quantity of the 
Northamptonshire ores. 

The Coal Trade is not so brisk as during the corresponding month of 
last year, but the remarkable mildness of the weather has materially dimi- 
nished the consumption for household pu The enquiry for manu- 
facturers’ has increased rapidly, but with an augmented production, such as 
has been going on in Yorkshire and Derbyshire for several years past, no 
fear need be entertained of providing an amply supply, unless the labour 
market should be affected by protracted strikes, which have latterly hap- 
pily died out. 

The remarkable and unprecedented fall in the price of Eyam mining 

shares in Derbyshire—a fall from 64/., 60/., to 177. in a few months, is a 
fact which has put all the shareholders in mourning, and damped the spe- 
culative spirit of miners generally. And what has still further shaken the 
confidence of the shareholders is the belief of some of the directors selling 
& portion of their shares, and others slipping out altogether. We were pre- 
pared to anticipate the result which has now actually occurred, and some 
time ago, by the tenour of our observations, we hinted that the forefields 
of the mine were gradually becoming less productive. Our observations 
drew from the directors, through their secretary, a contradictory reply : 
time has, however, proved the accuracy of what we said. The mine is 
producing about 6 tons per week, a wonderful falling off, and now the di- 
rectors find themselves getting terrifically short of the needful. With all 
their wisdom, unapproachable management, and thumping dividends, they 
forgot to look after a reserve fund for an adverse day. Really and truly 
the “men of the Eyam Mine” were believed to be infallible; and no matter 
what they took in hand in respect to mining, premiums were sure to fol- 
low. Alas! who cannot pity their fallen greatness ? 
The pumping operations at the North Derbyshire Mine were to be com- 
menced to-day, the water in the shaft having considerably subsided. We 
shall soon be able to test to a practical result the pumping capabilities of 
the new engine. We hear with regret that Mr. Bentley, the manager of 
the mine, has resigned from continued ill-health. A large addition to the 
number of men employed at Mill Dam was made on Monday, and a great 
portion of them have been put to push forward the opening of the under 
level, a work which it is anticipated will be completed in a few weeks. 
The engine-bed and the walling of the new shaft are proceeding rapidly and 
satisfactorily. The Mill Town Mine is about having a measure of ore. 
The mine looks well. There is no further change of moment to notice in 
the other Derbyshire mines. 








Ratways, Inox, axp Coat ry Sour Wates.—The Rhymney Rail- 
way, to which we have more than once drawn the attention of our readers, 
has become one of more promise to its shareholders than the most sanguine 
of its promoters had anticipated; and connected with it is the advanced 
and advancing prosperity of the Rhymney Iron Company, the interests of 
the one being identical with those of the other, though two distinct and 
independent companies. Until very recently these enormous iron works were so isolated, 
being far up in a valley, as to be without the means of transit to a shipping port, except 
an antiquated tramway, most circuitous and inconvenient, worked, in common with 
other companies, by horge power, with very excessive tolls imposed ; and barely one trip 
a day was ever performed without an effort. Since the railway, from the improved 
mode of transit, the shares in the iron company have increased in valuc very considerably, 
ind must go on progressing, and instead of being at a heavy discount, we submit, should 
be marked at some premium. The property is for the most part freehold, and even now 
renders a dividend of 5 per cent per annum upon the subscribed capital. The railway 
opens, for coal and iron traffic, the entire length of the Rhymney Valley, extendiug full 
20 miles, and abounding in minerals ; and it has led to the opening of coal works of vast 
importance all along, which are now being prosecuted with energy by the first capitalists 
of the day, and which otherwise would have been wholly unproductive. They are thus 
brought into close connection with the shipping port of Cardiff, for the purpose of the 
shipment of coa!, having four staiths on the East Bute Dock, three being already in full 
operation, while the fouith is in a very forward state towards completion. It is satis- 
factory to observe, according to the directors’ report presented at the half-yearly meeting 
of the shareholders on the 28th Feb., that all descriptions of revenue indicate a steady 
and progressive improvement, and that, as the resources of the district become developed 
and the state of trade improves, an expectation is held out that an ample equivalent 
will be secured for the capital iaid ont. The line has been opened for traffic bat one 
complete half-year to December 31 last, and yet its revenue for that period, chiefly de- 
rived from passengers, general goods, and iron (the item of coals, for which the line was 
in the main projected, being as yet but an insignificant one in the account of revenue, 
only 13562. 17s.), amounted to a sum litule short of 100001. The passenger traffic is 
progressing in an extraordinary way, and until the completion and opening of the line 
was scarcely taken into account. We will not descend to more minute details, but refer 
our readers to the published report of the directors and the engineer. The half-yearly 
meeting was one of great satisfaction to the shareholders, and it was gratifying to hear 
it announced from the chair, on the motion for the aduption of the report, that the trade 
in coal and iron was rapidly recovering from its recent depression in Cardiff, and that 
the railway was beginning to feel its influence. But when the hon. Chairman (Mr. 
Boyle) announced the startling yet joyous fact (to which the report circulated had not 
made the most distant reference) of the company having just concluded an engagement 
with Messrs. Powell and Co , the largest coal shippers in the world, for the transit of 
their coal over the line to Cardiff for shipment, the scene can hardly be described. They 
hoped to be able to carry in the course of the year 420,000 tons of coal, which, at 1s.

and permits the steam-valves to clos¢—tubes and rods forming teiescopic lifters for open - 
ingahe valves being provided. We shall give a more detailed description of this part of 
the invention on # future occasion.

Zinc axp Mencury.—Seldom has perseverance been so triumphantly 
and amply rewarded as in the instances of the metals forming the subject 
of our present paper. Formerly they were reckoned imperfect metals ; 
science, however, has shown that they are specific—that even mercury, subtle 
and liquid as it is, is only in that state by the heat of the atmosphere; iu 
high latitudes it is, and by scientific applications it may be rendered, per- 
fectly solid, and capable of being beaten out into thin lamins, as is gold, 
silver, or copper. Until a recent period the zine of commerce was scarcely 
known, except under the name of spelter, the use of which was confined to 
the manufacture of brass, solder for coppersmiths, and the laboratory of 
thechemist. Even now the question is frequently asked—W hat is the dif- 
ference between spelter and zinc? Be it known, then, that spelter is zme 
in the block, as it leaves the smelters’ premises, and zinc is the articlewher 
rolled into sheets, or otherwise manufactured. ‘This metal is now in great 
demand, superseding the use of Jead in many important modes of con- 
sumption. In London, and all large towns, the door-plates and signs of 
white metal preponderate over the old ** brass plate,” the beauty and cheap- 
ness of the material causing it to be generally adopted. The gaudy gin 
palaces have the counter-tops, and a large proportion of their fittings, 
formed of zinc, in the manufacture of which articles alone prodigious sums 
are expended. It has been substituted for lead as water-pipes, eave shoots, 
spouts, &c.; but it is found not to be suitable in many situations, the am- 
monia contained in the.smoke of large towus rapidly destroys it, and it is 
thus being discarded. Many very beautiful designs, made of thin sheets of 
zinc pierced in various patterns, have been introduced from Germany for 
window blinds; these have obtained a large sale, and are rendered at small 
cost. Zinc is also now used in vast quantities, per se, for sheathing ships, 
or in still greater as Muntz’s metal, into the composition of which it enters 
largely. A source of immense consumption for this metal has been created 
by the introduction of the system of “ galvanising ” ironwork, as it is 
termed—that is, merely coating the ware with zinc, as with tin in tin 
plate making. Repeuted trials were made ere it could be successfully 
worked, but is now extensively adopted. The electric telegraph, after oe 
many experiments, is now so geuerally adopted that the zine used in the 
batteries form no inconsiderable item in its dewand. Experiment has 
also proved that a pigment of purer white than acetate of lead may he ob- 
tained by a certain process, and that it is admirably adapted for inside de- 
coration, though not calculated for exposure to the weather. The com- 
parative novelty of zinc amongst us has probably been the reason of its 
limited use. The laboratory of the chemist, and the spirit of improvement, 
will gradually unfold its inherent qualities: we, therefore, hope our “ House- 
hold Words” will be remembered and acted on in this article at least. 

The ores of this metal were little understood, and less valued, in England, 
Until within the last seven or eight years the whole trade was monopolised 
by the Germans, now, however, large quantities are smelted at Swansea, 
Ruabon, Carlisle, Bristol, and other places. 

The bi-sulphuret of zinc, the ‘** black jack’’ of the miner, was formerly 
called the * mother of lead,” probably from its being frequently found on the 
backs of, and associated with, galena ores, and often approaching lead ore 
in appearance so closely as not to be casily detected: it is also found mixed 
with copper and tinores. Jack is a favourite of the miner, if not too abun- 
dant; it is said, like mundic, to ride a good horse. It is now raised as a 
regular ore, and sells at about 3/. 10s. to 47. 10s. per ton, forming an im 
portant feature and great assistance to many young mines. Calamine, the 
carbonate of zinc, is also manufactured into metals; this is procured in the 
Mendip Hills, in North Wales, and Cumberland in considerable quantities. 
Jack mining, hitherto valueless, is now of great importance to the mining 
community, many thousands of pounds worth being annually smelted. 

Mercury is not procured in Great Britain; solitary specimens have been 
met with in Ireland, but not to be worth recording; its existence however, 
if proved, should induce the practice of our motto, as these stones of mer- 
cury (they were the carbonates) could not have existed by themselves — 
there must be others. Almaden, in Spain, for many years engrossed the 
monopoly of this metal. It has been found also in Brazil, California, 
China, Japan, and in other places; then why not in Ireland? ' 

The uses of mercury are various and well known, the principal being for 
refining gold and silver, in the manufacture of looking-glasses, m medicine, 
philosophical instruments, and fulminating powder. Science will probably 
yet cause its more frequent use, when we suppose its value will again in- 
crease; it is now very cheap, perhaps never lower. ‘ 

We have extended this paper to a greater length than usual, as we wished 
to introduce a few particulars relative to zine, which we are fairly persuaded 
is but yet in its infancy of adaptation and manufacture. To those who are 
in the business, we advise “ Try, try, try again.” G, Hexwoon.

ExTENSION OF THE Siate Trape tN THE Unitep States.— Some 
plate quarries possessing peculiar alvantages within themselves, whether regarded 
‘om & geological, local, or commercial point of view, have just been epened in Vermont, 
gand the prospects of success appear in every way encouraging. The quarries are known 
s the “ Fairhaven Slate Quarries,” and are situated about half a mile from the town of 
Fairhaven, and the same distance from the Albany, Whitehall, and Rutland Railroad, 
ver which the produce of the quarries could be readily conveyed to every part of the 
vn ted States. A company—the Allen Slate Company—has been formed for working 
@he property, which has been favourably reported upon by Mr. C. 8. Richardson, M,E., 
who is well known to the readers of the Mining Journal, aud the capital has been fixed 
at $100,000 (20,000/,), in shares of $100 (20/.) each. The working of the quarries so far, 
although confined to the production of roofing slate only, which is the least profitable 
branch of the slate trade, has yielded, in proportion to the hands employed, more than 
what is represented in the estimates on the faith of which the company has been formed, 
altuough the company will have the additional advantages of proper machinery, expe- 
rience, skill, and capital. The quarrying or siate and farm lands cover an extent of up- 
wards of 166 acres, in addition to which the company’s property includes 13% acres of 
building land on the turnpike road and half an acre at the railway depot, which latter is 
provided with a switch and siding so that the cars can be londed direct from the stacks 
of slate without the expense or trouble of cartage. The quarries are—the North, No. 1; 
the South, No. 2; the Hillside, No. 3; and the Hillside, No, 4,; the 40 acres of quarry- 
ing land on the north quarry are composed of nearly one mass of slate rock ; and good 
marketable slate is produced only 33 feet from surtace. 





‘Tue Prtcn Lake or Trintpap—Cuarcoat.—It has been ascertained 
by the researches of eminent chemists that the decoiorising and purifying powers of dif- 
ferent charcoals depend entirely on the carbonaceous matter in them, bat that for such 
carbonaceous matter to act efficiently it must not be of too compact a texture—in fact, 
the more porous it is the more it acts on solutions brought into contact with it. Animal 
charcoal consists of a spongy mass of calcareous matter (bone earth), through which is 
diffased a carbonaceous matter derived from the gelatine of the bones from which it is 
made. The pitch of the pitch lake at La Brea, in Trinidad, does not contain such sub- 
stances as can efficiently act the same part as bone earth in animal charcoal; Mr. H. 8. 
Warner, of Trinidad, therefore uses it merely as affording carbonaceous matter, and causes 
this carbonaceous matter to be diffused or spread through & substance which may per- 
form the same function as the bone earth in animal charcoal. It is evident that for this 
purpose it is necessary to choose some substance that is porous—that is, not fusible by 
the heat employed to carbonise the pitch, and that is not decomposed by such heat, or 
that, if decomposed, will not yield any substance injurious to the liquids that may be 
Nitered through it. He has hitherto principally used clay, ail also the porous stone or 

vel of the hill of San Fernando, in Trinidad (which is, he believes, a silicate of ulu- 
mina and magnesia), as most nearly fulfilling these requirements; but any other sub- 
stance possessing the above properties, such as pumice-stone, broken brick, spent animal 
charcoal, calcined bones, &c., would be suitable. There are scveral modes by which from 
these materials decolourising and purifying charcoal cau be made—the pitch may be 
simply fused in a proper vessel; when melted the clay, grave), or other porous material 
may be added, it being in a dry state, and, if necessary, previously crushed to reduce it 
to particles of sujtable size. The heat is then raised and continued as long as any vo- 
latile matter is given off by the pitch ata red heat. During thisoperation the materials 
should be kept stirred, as they are very bad conductors of heat; the stirring, however, 
has the disadvantage of rubbing down a great deal of the charcoal into dust, which has 
to be separated afterwards by sifting. The pitch may be ground to powder, and the 
clay, or other porous materials, reduced by sifting or otherwise to grains of the size the 
charcoal is required to be. They are then mixed, and burned either by heating in small 
iron pots or by causing the mixed materials to flow slowly throagh an iron or earthen- 
ware pipe, which is passed through a furnace in a vertical or inclined position, and kept 
at astrong red heat. Instead of this, the mixed powders may be fed into the upper end 
of a revolving cylinder open at both ends, and heated by a furnace, and mounted with its 
axis slightly inclined to the horizon, so that the powder may gradually move along the 
cylinder as it revolves, and at last fall out at the lowerend burnet. Again, the carbonising 
may be effected by heating the mixed ingredients on 4 p ate or slab, under which isa 
fire. P ered pitch may also be mixed with spent animal charcoal in re-burning. The 
pitch y may also both be reduced to fine powder mixed, then slightly moistened 
with; , and granniated by appropriate machinery, which may be coustracted in any 
suitad? manner (he does not claim any special arrangement of machinery for the par- 
pose); the grains are then to be dried and burned in any of the ways above mentioned. 
These different modes of proceeding may be considerably varied without affecting the 
principle involved, which is that of diffusing carbonaceous matier derived from pitch 
throngh seme poroas or spongy substance not injuriously affected by being heated in 
<ontact with pitch. 





AvustRraLian Enterrrise.—The extension of railways in Australia will 
naturally render much fertile land marketable which from its situation has hitherto been 
comparatively valueless, whilst the value of well-located land will, doubtless, be en- 
hanced in a similar degree, Acting upon a knowledge of these facts, a party of gentlemen 
connected with Victoria have completed the formation of a company, the object of which 
is to purchase and re-sell Jand in Australia and facilitate einlgration thereto, as well as to 
enable emigrants to obtain at a moderate price land whereon to settle immediately on 
thggarrival in the colony. The Australasian Land and Emigration Company seems to 
be Wetituted in imitation of the freehold land societies in England, but with such mo- 
dification as admits of the advantages of the Limited Liability Act being secured, and 
thas, it is said, many advantages will be offered to the industrious and economical. It 
is proposed that the company shall communicate and co-operate with the benefit and 
friendly societies of this country, which have long felt the want of a responsible central 
zuedium of commanication With the colonies. The field for success open to societies of 
this description cannot be doubted, and there appears to be grounds for anticipating that, 
if honestly and well managed, all persons connected with them will be benefitted.

this box fire-door is open on the lower side, and has an aperature in the front plate com- 
manicating with the atmosphere, which can be closed when necessary by means of a 
moveable plate; secondly, in the appiication of a fire-door, furnished with an adjustable 
dip plate and valve; thirdly, in the introduction and application of a series of hollow 
stays in the front and back of the fire-box or furnace, having a sliding plate to cover the 
back stays when necessary; and, fourthly, in the application of an arch in the fire-box 
or furnace in combination with either of their improved fire-doors aml the hollow stays 
and side plate, together with transverse water spaces projecting from below the tubes, 
and the fire-door and a perforated plate placed beneath the water space below the tubes.

On the other hand, the ironmasters have reason to feel aggriex ed, as the proposed change 
will raise the cost of their raw material very considerably—'n go ne instances upwards 
of 70 per cent. In fact, it almost becomes a question whether, were the new bill to pass, 
the Ulverstone ore would not be exciuded from the South Staffordshire market, since 
the increase from 8s. 6d. to 14s. 7d. in the cost of carrying a ton of ore from Ulverstone 
to Wolverhampton would materially add to to the price of the stone, and render the in- 
ducement to use the stone considerably less. We think the fairest view taken of the 
case is that submitted to us by a correspondent, who urges that the Great Western 
Railway would be justified in raising the rates for carrying where the distance and quan- 
tity carried is small, but that nothing can be said in favour of altering the tariff for 
Jarge quantities over long distances. To add two or three shillings per ton to the 
cost of conveying manufactured iron from the works to the port of shipment would 
greatly increase the profits of the railway company, and would not be felt by the iron 
trade; but to fix a tariff which would raise the price of coal in the London market some 
20 per cent., and the price of the raw material used by the ironmasters 70 or 80 per 
cent., would be prejudicial in the extreme, and not all likely to have the effect so much 
desired by the Great Western shareholders.

Fire-proor Composition orn Wasu.—Messrs. Dembinsky and Engert, 
Islington, provisionally specified a fire-proof composition, or wash, which consists of sul- 
phide of potassium, silica, ground quartz or flint, soda of commerce, powdered charcoal, 
and pyroxalic acid. The whole of these materials are mixed and reduced to a flux under 
heat. The fiux is afterwards diluted with boiling water down to the consistency required 


Rotirxe Iron ror Bovts anp Prxs.—To make bolts or pins with pro- 
jecting angles, or any other elevations on the stems under the heads, Mr. Weston, of the 
Stour Valley Lronworks, West Bromwich, first rolls the iron in the usual manner into 
an elliptical or other section. He then passes it through a pair of rolls, in which the 
shape of the projecting angle or elevation required on the neck ofthe finished bolt or pin, 
or which may facilitate the formation of any projection on the neck of the bolt, is in- 
dented at regular distances. The bars being thus rolled, he cuts them up by the usual 
modes into lengths for the formation of bolts or pins. The indentation upon the rolls 
may be cut 80 as to shape the iron sufficiently long in the projecting part to admit of its 
being divided to form the neck and allow sufficient iron for making the heads of two bolts 
or pins, or it may be of the length required for one only.

Whitehead, of Eccles, explained, by means of a model, the working of an apparatus which 
he had invented for preventing cages being carried over the head gear ubove coal pit 
shafts. The apparatus consisted of a safety anchor, between the rope and the cage, 
which should catch in an tron plate, fixed for that purpose just below the cross beams, 
the collision vausing the rope to break, while some expanding springs in the anchor 
prevent the cage from di ling di ensued ; and an objection was raised 
that the sudden stoppage of the cage would throw its occtipants out. 








IMPROVEMENTS IN SMELTING Tin.—A series of improvements in the 
treatment and smelting of tin ores and compounds of tin has been patented by Mr. Price, 
of Margate. The tin ores to be treated are mixed with cart or bitumi 
matter, and are subjected to the action of heat either ina partially closed distillatory ap- 
paratus or in any suitable coking oven or coking apparatus. The compound is then 
treated in a cupola, blast, reverberatory, or auy other suitable smelting furnace. 


Manoractore or T1n-PLates.—Mr. James Spence proposes the use of 
steel instead of iron in the manufacture of tin-plates. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN SUBMARINE TELEGRAPHS.—W ith a view to remedy- 
ing the defects in submarine cables Mr. J. Walker, of Cowper-street, City-road, has pa- 
tented, through Mr. Brooman, some improvements, the prime object of which is to protect 
the insulating material from compression ly strains of any kind. This he does by sur- 
rounding them with a flexible tube, composed of wound wire. He takes (say) three 
copper conducting wires, and covers each wire separately with sheet caoutebouc, having 
finely powdered glass on the suriace, which is rolled against the wire, and he then ap- 
plies coats of caoutchouc, either alone or stiffened with pulverised charcoal or fine glass, 
or he applies gutta percha over all the wires prepared as described. Round these he coils 
iron or other metal wire, so as toformacomplete tube. For many purposes a cable thus 
forined will be sufficient, but where great strength is required to prevent longitudinal ex- 
tension the cable is covered with the ordinary spiral strands. One great advantage of 
the new rope ts that it never kinks, and is not liable to be damaged from that cause. 


Evecrric Licut.—A new process is spoken of as having been success- 
fully tried, and, it is added, patented. Mercury, or other fluid or semi-fluid body,is used 
as one or more of the electrodes ; a tube within the lamp is so arranged that it shall re- 
main full, or nearly so, during waste or consumption by the light; the supply of the 
fluid electrode is regulated by a tap. Other imorovements, such as the condensation of 
vapour on the lamp, by causing a constant flow of water over the glass, the prevention 
of vapours rising from the waste fluid, by the introduction of a stream of water into the 
waste pipe, &c., are also mentioned; but a great step in advance will have been made 
if only a constant, steady, unintermitting supply of light be effected by the apparatus 
in question. The use of mercury as an electrode is of ancient date, coeval, we should 
think, with the earliest discoveries in gaivanisin itself.—Artizan. 


Treatment OF Cuaparote.—Mr. A. B. Tripler, Brompton, proposes 
to treat a species of asphaltam found in Cuba, and called “ chapafote,” which is distin- 
guished from other asphalte by its being soluble in naphtha or tarpentine. For this 
purpose the matter is heated iy a still, the vapours are condensed, and the fatty matters 
are separated if required. 


APPARATUS FOR THE Mancracture oF Frer.—In carrying out an in- 
vention patented by Mr. Alfred Dawson, Mile End-road, either small coals or coal dust 
and coke, admixed with a portiot. of water and other materials, are taken and placed into 
an endless trough by the aid of a hopper and feed roll of a variable thickness of two or 
three inches or more. The portions of the trough as they become charged with the ma- 
terials pass into the oven in such a manner that the sides of the trough touch the top of 
the oven,for nearly so, whereby a tube of a thin form is formed within the oven, which 
is nearly air-tight. The materials are then uniformly heated for,a time, and at a suit- 
able temperature, to effect the desired change—a general softening of the materials, ; this 
having taken place, the endless trough is moved round a cylinder or rollers, which are 
turned by suitable gearing. The trough is made of pieces, the bottom of which are of a 
seginental or arched form, and are connected to each other by bolts in sach a manner that 
the trough is capable of being passed round a cylinder or rollers, and so form, by the seg- 
mental or arched bottom parts of endless trough, a smooth cylindrical surface, which 
svrface or sides of trough coming against the edge of scraper or end of shoot during the 
motion of the trough, the materials are discharged into boxes of acubic or any other suit- 
able form; also, at the same time another charge is being placed in the endless trough, 
and passed into the oven in a similar manner before described. The boxes being filled 
with the materials in the softened state, are first pressed by a lever or cam, and, secondly, 
by a hydraulic ram, whereby compact blocks of fuel are formed. The lever or cam 
pressure being removed, the fuel is forced out of the box or boxes by the aid of the hy- 
draulic ram, which fuel is then fit for use. 


Manvracture or Coke.—An invention which consists in the manu- 
facture of coke from small coal and breeze, by mixing the substance to be treated with 
tar, or tar deprived of its naphtha or a portion of its oil, has been provisionally specified 
by Mr. J. T. Smith, of Dudley. The pasty mass is coked by being set fire toin the open 
air, or in a coke oven or retort. The mass in coking breaks up into irregular shaped 
masses, of size equal to that of ordinary coke. 


Conpensinc Steam-Enornes.—An invention has been specified by Mr. 
Priestly, Berner-street, which consists in drawing of the condensed water and air from 
the condenser by creating a vacuum in the air-pump barrel without any piston, or in 
a suitable closed vessel, by the alternate admissi and cond ion of steam; the 
water when drawn from the condenser, and that formed by the condensation of the steam 
in the vessel itself, being blown through or forced out of the same by the steam, and the 
steam and cold water for condensation being alternately admitted by suitable valves or 
other convenient means, whereby the air-pump and piston-rod and the crank for work- 
ing the same, are dispensed with, anda saving of power and cost and of space occupied 
thereby effected. 


LocoMorivE AND OTHER Botters.—Mr. Charles Wye Williams, Liver- 
pool, haa patented an invention which applies mainiy to locomotive, marine, and other 
similarly constructed boilers. It consists in the use of certain mechanical apparatus 
to be introdueed into the tubes or flues for the purpose of causing the currents to be 
diverted from their ordinary onward course, thereby causing a more varied impinging 
action of the said heated products, and by which a larger measure of heat will be passed 
to the water surrounding those flues, and also that the inserted bars may be made a 
means by which to clear the tubes of soot and other adhering matter. 


A.voys anp CompBrnep Metars.—Mr. James Webster, Birmingham, 
proposes to cast tubes in such a manner that when finished the inside shall be of one 
metal and the outside of another metal or alloy. 


Manvracture or CapsuLes.—The ordinary metallic capsules are made 
of a flexible metal, so that when placed over the top of a bottle they can be pressed by 
acord into the unevennesses of the neck of the bottle, and cannot readily be removed 
without destruction. Mr. Wm. Betts, of Wharf-road, City-road, first makes the cap- 
sules stouter than ordinary capsules, and he then takes a mould having in it a male 
screw of the same size as the screw formed on the neck of the bottle, to which itis in- 
tended to apply the improved capsule; the capsule being placed on this screw mould, the 
mould and capsules by suitable motions are made to rotate, and at the same time by the 
action of the screw move in a lateral direction. A small disc is then pressed against the 
capsule, which forces it into the indentations of the screw mould, and at the same time 
embosses the raised portion of the screw, and a stiff screw capsule is then formed. 


SeLF-REGCLATING Gas-BuRNER.—An entirely novel, and apparently 
efficient, self-regulating gas-burner has been invented by an American in this country, 
and this opportunity is taken of publishing the nature of the invention, which will not 
bé patented. The arrangement is applicable to every description of burner, and does not 
in the least alter its appearance. Taking, for example, an ordinary batswing burner, it 
is arranged thus :—Half an inch below the orifice through which the gas issues to be 

d is a diaphragm with an oblong orifice, small at the upper surface, and gradually 
increasing on its longer sides towards the under surface ; a half-inch oblong tube of the 
same length as this orifice, and somewhat broader, with its longer sides continued a little 
to form a valve, is supported by a piston. This piston is kept from approaching too near 











roller ec ted to an adjustable lever, from which motion may be transmitted, applied, 
or converted, as desired. With this a water-wheel may be combined on the same shaft as 
the disc, driven by a fall from a tank above, which is supplied with water from a tank 
below, by means of pumps driven by a lever connected to the revolving disc. 


Equiisrium Siipe Vatve.—Mr.G. Davies, of Glasgow, has patented 
an invention, the object of which is to obviate in a great measure the expense and delay 
of converting an ordinary slide valve into an equilibrium slide valve, by retaining the 
ordinary valve face, the steam induction and eduction passages, and the valve rod, so 
that only the valve itself and its casing require alteration. 


Suaw’s Spinpie.—The specification of this patent relates to a spindle 
working on a hollow stud, with a tube passing over it resting in a collar at bottom, held 
by a cap at top, while the spindle is secured by a thumb screw at the lower part; the 
oil drops into a space round the tube, where it is kept free from dust and water. 


Sream-Borters.—Mr. George Adshead has patented an invention re- 
ferring to such boilers as are furnished with tubes constituting flues, and also to boilers 
of other constructions : it consists in forming the bridges of metal chambers, supplied 
with water; and he constructs such chambers, when practicable, so that the bottoms 
thereof are open. 


Ste Vatves ror Steam-Enornes.—Messrs. Dodd and Phillips, of 
Ruabon, have patented an improved form of slide valve for locomotive or other engines, 
which consists in reducing the friction and pressure upon the outer surtaces of the said 
valves, by causing them to work within open chests in place of closed ones as at present, 
whereby the pressure of steam upon the said surfaces, as heretofore, is wholly removed, 
and the valve retained in its position, and the requis‘te pressure supplied and adjusted by 
the employment of set screws. 


Sream-Borters.—Mr. M. Matley, Ashton-under-Lyne, proposes to place 
a partition at the firing end of the furnace above the dead-plate, so as to form a space 
or cavity between the partition and the bottom of the boiler, or the top of the internal 
fire-place, having in it a number of perforations, so that air admitted at the fire-place wil 
become heated on entering the cavity, and will then pass through the perforations and 
mix with the combustible gases. The necessary valves, dampers, &c., are provided. 


MEssENGER’S PateNt.—This invention relates to garden-engines, fire- 
engines, aud similar apparatus, and consists in placing the cylinders horizontally instead 
of perpendicularly, thereby allowing for the employment of a long handle, or lever; in 
placing the lever perpendicularly instead of horizontally ; and in the use of a combined 
jet and spreader, instead of a separate rose and jet. 


Improved AcTION FOR THE Meta Tonoues or “ Free Reeps” or 
Harmoniums, Concertinas, &c.—Mr. Evans, late of Sheffield, but now of Holles-street, 
London, has just specified his patent (per Mr. Campin, the patent agent) for eliciting im- 
mediate tone or sound from the“ free reeds ” or metal tongues of these instruments, which 
he does by means of a lever provided with a projection, which by the same action that 
allows the wind to act upon the note, also causes this projection to be brought into im- 
mediate contact with another projection on the free end of the * reed” or metal tongue, 
insuring instantaneous vibration, which projection on the metal tongue may be dimi-
